REORGANIZED
In 1937, the original com­ 

pany was reorganized as the 
Domingue/ Water Corpora­ 
tion, subject to regulation by 

i the State Public Utilities com­ 
mission, which permitted ex- 
ptnsion of service. During the 
past two decades, the volume 
of water sales has increased 
steadily, stimulated bv the

currently pumped from 
depths of 1200 to 1600 feet. 
The transmission system in­ 
cludes more than 17f> miles of 
pipelines, varying from one 
inch to 42 inches in diameter.

per day. Present storage capa­ 
city totals 32 million gallons. 
Other than the main plant, a 
reservoir and two large, stor- 
arge tanks are located on the 
summit, of Domingue/ Hill, 
with another reservoir and 
elevated tank in northwest 
Torrance. Future plans call 
for storage facilities of more 
than double the present capa­ 
city. Three connections with 
feeder lines of the Metropoli­ 
tan Water District provide ap- 
prpximately one third of total 
sales, due to restrictions on 
pumping from Dominguez 
wells.

EXPANSION
The gretest expansion of 

Dominguc/ Water Corpora­ 
tion has taken place in the 
past fifteen years, stimulated

Every effort is 
made to protect its quality, 
which is constantly checked 
by public authorities.
